Some 


prisoners have been taken during the last 


few days, and it is believed that at least 
two German divisions were detached for 
Palestine from the forces which General 
von Falkenhayn has been keeping in hand 
as a general reserve at Aleppo. With this 
German reinforcement, the Turks last 
Wedrleaday night made several very deter. 
mined attacks on the British line north 
and, north-west of Jerusalem. In the 
initial assaults our pickets were driven in, 
but in the subsequent attacks, which were 
pressed with very great determination, the 
enemy lost heavily and gained no ground. 
With that swiftness of decision in seizing 
an opportunity which has distinguished al! 
his operations, General Allenby promptly 
organised and launched on his left an 
offensive against the right flank of the 
Turkish attacking columns, This offensive, 
begun early on Thursday morning, drove 
in the Turkish flank two and a half miles 
on a front of nine. miles. On Friday the 
front of attack was extended over thirteen

A Reuter’s Message received from Amster- 
dam on Saturday says:—A telegram from 
Brest-Litovsk, via Berlin, dated December 28, 
says :—In the course of to-day’s discussion be- 
tween the delegates of the Allies and Russia 
the provisional discussion was terminated of 
those points which, in the event of.a general 
peace, would have to be settled between Russia 
and these Powers. The discussions were con- 
dueted in a spirit of conciliation and mutual 
understanding. On a whole series of important 
points a basis of agreement was reached. Be- 
sides political questions, legal and economical 
questions were satisfactorily settled under re- 
serve of examination by the home authoritiés. 

Firstly, an agreement was reached regarding 
the restoration of the treaty situation in- 
terrupted by the war. Further, it was agreed 
that both legally and economically one country 
may not be treated by another, worse than 
any third country Which cannot appeal to 
treaty rights. War laws are to be abolished. 
and those affected restored to the previous 
rights, or indemnified. The rules settling war 
costs and war damage were defined in more 
detail, An agreement was reached about 
damage accruing to civilians outside the war 
trea. Amn agreement in principle was reached 
regarding the reciprocal liberation and sending 
home of war prisoners and interned civilians. 
The same applies to the return by each party 
of merchant ships. Finally, . provision was 
made for the speedy resumption of diplomatic 
and consular relations In the economic field 
there wae complete agreement about the imme- 
diate stoppage of an economic war, tho restart-

IRISH TROOPS’ GOOD WORK. 


British Offictal.—General Allenby re that 
on the 26th his troops continued to drive back 
the enemy, and advanced their line to a depth 
of about two miles on a front of thirteen 
miles. This advance has given us the high 
ground of Ras Arkub La Suffa (four miles from 
Jerusalem and one mile north of the Jericho 
road), Austa Dr Ram Kulundis (the last two 
resnectively east and west of the Nablus road, 
and five or six miles north of Jerusalem), and 
Beituaia. ) oe 

Irish troops met with considerable opposition, 
which they overcame with determination in 
spite of the difficulties of the grownd. The 
prisoners reported in the fighting of the 27th 
up to the present number 130. Though the 
enemy has fallen back generally, the rough 
ground and mountainous nature of the country 
make pursuit slow and difficult. Our aeroplanes 
bombed troops and transport on the Nablus 
road ‘tn the 26th with great effect. 

Sunday .—General Allenby reports that on the 
29th his force made a further advance of over 
three miles along the Nablus road, and, after 
stubborn resistance, occupied Bireh, the ancient 
Beeroth. To the east of the road, -Hizmeh, 
Jeba, and Burkah were taken: to the west of 
it the ridge of Ram Allah and Khet Tireh. 

In the centre of our line mounted troops 
advanced to Khurbetha, Ibn, Harith, and Ir 
El Kuddis. Enemy troops and transport on 
or near the roads leading northwards from 
Bireh were mfecseafuily bombed and machine 
gunned by the Royal Flying Corps. 

Turkish Official.—Attempted attacks made on 
December 27 at various points north and east 
of Jerusalem led to violent fighting on a wide 
front, in the course of which—(words missing 
here)—gained success.

THE MURDER OF M. GOREMYKIN. 


Reuter’s correspondent at Petrograd says— 
Further details. of the murder of the ex- 
Premier, M. Goremykin, at Sotchy, in the 
Caucasus, show that his wife and his son-in- 
law, General Ovtchinnikoff, were also killed 
and that Madame Ovtchinnikoff was severely 
wcurded in the head. She is lying at the ooint 
of death. M. Goremykin was 79 years of age. 
It now appears that besides General Kafau- 
lof, who was Hetman of the Terek Cossacks, 
and his brother, the whole of the rsonal 
staff officers and men of General Raraulof 
were also killed by soldiers from the Caucasian 
front. The carriage in which General Karau- 
lof was killed was riddled with bullets.

“| observe that in his « h to the Labour 
Congress last Friday, Mr. Randorece reported 
to have said that | have treated the proposal ta 
establish a League of Nations ' with scorn and 
contempt. He is mistaken. I have never done 
so. Í have pointed out, it ie true, that there is 
much loose thinking on the subject, and, indeed, 
it is of vital importance that the puble should 
not be misled by a specious phrase, the practical 
application of which to the realities of inter 
national government hes baffled for years all 
students of International Law. So long ago as 
the 6th Beptember, in a letter widely published 
in the Press, | wrote my views in the following 
language 

“Tf this war is to put an end to all war— 
aa is the earnest desire of every sane man in 
every democratic country in 
the Prime Minmters phrase, there is to he 
“no next time,’ it must be waged until Ger 
man military power has been sufficiently crushed 
to make fresh aggression by her impossible for 
a long time to come, and until it i no k nger 
possible for the German people themselves to be 
deluded: by the legend of their invinerbility in 
arms. When this a been achieved. it may be 
ower for a League of Nations to he estab- 
ished with some reasonable hope of being able 
to safeguard A peacj thus eet on a durable 
foundation. But unless this war atiains such 
a result, and so enables the nations of the world 
to feel that they can enter upon problems of 
development and progress without the constant 
terror of a future war, all the sacrifices of this 
struggle will have been made in vain, and the 
world will not have been made “ safe for demo- 
cracy.”” * 

“TIT do not know whether Mr. Henderson 
thinks that by such language I have treated the 
proposal ' with scorn and contempt,” but I feel 
confident that I have expressed the view of al!
